ALEPPO TO GIVE 
“CHIMP” TO HUB ZOO 


NEW ENGLAND CHILDREN 
INVITED TO JOIN 
NAME CONTEST 


A white-faced baby chimpanzee will be 
presented to the Franklin Park Zoo by 
Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine as a 
gift to the children of Boston, Judge 
Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Illustrious 
Potentate of the Shrine, announced last 
night. 

The children of New England were in- 
vited by Judge Wilson to suggest an ap- 
propriate name for the nameless chimp, 
and the Shrine head disclosed that a $25 
war bond will be awarded to the boy or girl 
who submits the name selected. 

Presentation will be made at the opening 
of the famous Hamid-Morton three-ring 
circus, to be held at the Boston Garden, 
starting Sept. 25, under the sponsorship of 
the Shrine. Franklin Park has no chim- 
panzee at the present time. The chimp is 
said to be very tame and gentle. 

Aleppo Temple gave Franklin Park its 
first baby camel a year ago, and four 
Greater Boston children submitted “Jeep” 
as the winning name in a contest con- 

ducted at that time by the Shrine. 


Many Prizes 


Judge Wilson said: *Every New Eng- 
land boy and girl under 15 years of age is 
invited to write his or her name, age and 
complete address on a sheet of paper and 
then write down the suggested name for 
the chimpanzee." After that the con- 
testant should write, in not more than 25 
words, a short letter on the subject:'^Why 
the zoo should have a chimpanzee.” 

'The letters should be addressed to the 
Chimpanzee-Naming Contest, 97 Hunt- 
ington Avenue, Boston, and must be re- 
cieved not later than noon on Saturday, 
Sept. 18. Judge Wilson said that in the 
event the winning name is submitted by 
more than one child the letter will be the 
deciding factor. 

Aleppo Temple will also award 203 
prizes for the best names submitted. Sec- 
ond prize will be $10 in war stamps. Third 
prize will be $5 in warstamps. Fifty other 
prizes of $1 each in war stamps will be 
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awarded and, finally, 150 pairs of tickets 
to the Hamid-Morton circus will be 
awarded. 

Judge Wilson said that a child may sub- 
mit as many different names as he wishes, 
but pointed out that one clever name is 
better than half a dozen mediocre ones. 
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THE CIRCUS IS IN TOWN 


EVERYONE likes a cireus, both young- 
sters and oldsters. 

Our Potentate recently sent us a clip- 
ping which he had received from one of 
our Nobles, who is a Past Grand Master 
of Masons in Massachusetts. Noble 
Claude L. Allen read the article in the 
"Scottish Rite News," the publication of 
the Erie Pennsylvania Consistory. It was 
written by Dell Darling and appealed to 
our Past Grand Master so much that he 
sent it for others to enjoy. We feel sure 
you will agree with him. 

The article gives a very interesting out- 
line of the men who own and operate cir- 
cuses. It is Brother Darlings contention 
that the cireus business was originated by, 
and is being operated in a very large de- 
gree by, members of the Masonie Fra- 
ternity. 

“This column is devoted to my great 
love — the Circus. I yield to no man a 
greater acquaintance in the show world 
and among the many members of the 
Masonie Fraternity who belong to it. May 
I say that nearly every big circus owner 
and many of the executives are members 
of some branch of the Masonic Fraternity. 

“John Ringling North, the grandson of 
the founder of the Greatest Show on 
Earth (Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
and Bailey), is a 32? Mason. He carries on 
the great circus tradition by taking charge 
of the business management of that show. 
Do you remember Frank Worth? He is a 
Noble and belongs to Mecca Temple in 
New York City. When Zem Zem Oriental 
Band aecompanied Potentate Elmer Evans 
to Atlantic City to the Imperial Council 
session, they were royally entertained by 
Frank Worth who then had his cireus on 
the Million Dollar Pier. Our own Ernie 
Wiswell and his funny Ford are an integral 
part of any circus. Ernie is a member of 
the Commonwealth Lodge of Erie. He is 
now on tour in the great Southwest. 

“I love a circus. Listening to the laugh- 
ter of eager children as they view the 
parade of wonders, makes me realize that 
life is good and worth living, too. A few 
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hours spent under the canvas of this Won- 
der World enables me to find forgetfulness 
from the wear and tear and care of the 
world outside. Let me sit near the middle 
ring and let me hear the Circus Band play 
the “grand entry,” and I am young again 
in heart and spirit. Give me some kids 
close enough to share the wonderment and 
surprise and to laugh with me and I feel a 
tingle and warmth racing through my 
heart as it always does, and I am con- 
tented. Yes, and give me the clowns with 
all their fun. That’s the word, FUN, in- 
deed we need it now. 

“The circus as we know it is distinctly 
an American Institution. It holds an ap- 
peal to the average American that no other 
form of entertainment can match. The 
big rings, the animals, the side shows, the 
peanuts and pink lemonade, all contribute 
their share to the thrills and magic of a 
fairy land world.” 

Aleppo Temple’s annual circus is also 
operated by a Mason and a Shriner, Col. 
Robert H. Morton. Colonel Morton has, 
what we believe to be the biggest and best 
three-ring circus in the country.

ALEPPO TEMPLE CELEBRATES 
IN SYMPHONY HALL 


ITH a Special Grand Jubilee Cere- 

monial in Symphony Hall, Boston, 
Tuesday, August 31st, Aleppo Temple 
celebrated its Sixtieth Anniversary by 
initiating 38 new Nobles into the Order. 


Being the second extra ceremonial of 
the year the Nobility gave their stamp of 
approval of the program to keep the Shrine 
active during the present crisis, by at- 
tending in record number for the year. 

A buffet dinner was served in Horti- 
cultural Hall directly across the street 
between 5:00 and 7:00 p.m. Our steward, 
Noble Al Yarlotte, with his corp of as- 
sistants, did noble work in serving 2,500 
Shriners during these times of war ration- 
ing. The caterers, Nobles Andrew S. and 
Irving L. Seiler, are to be commended on 
the splendid part they played in preparing 
the food for this occasion. 

The Aleppo Band, under the direction 
of our Band Leader, Walter M. Smith, 
opened the Ceremonial in Symphony Hall 
with a band concert from 6:15 to 6:45 P.M., 
which was followed by the display of the 
flags of the United Nations by Lieutenant 
Beckman and members of the Second 
Platoon of the Arab Patrol. Each Platoon 
member carried a separate flag which he 
presented on the stage as the name of the 
country was announced and the date that 
country entered the war. This display 
brought a tremendous ovation from the 
Nobles present. The Aleppo Temple serv- 
ice flag bearing the number 261 was un- 
furled as the Nobility stood at attention 
and pledged allegiance to the American 
Flag. To complete this spectacular open- 
ing of the Temple, Lt. Col. Raymond 
Lang, Head Chaplain of Camp Edwards, 
and a Noble of Aleppo Temple, gave the 
invoeation, which was followed by a 
beautiful rendition of the “Vacant Chair" 
by the Aleppo Temple Choir. 


At the business meeting which followed, 
forty (40) candidates were elected to mem- 
bership, thirty-eight (38) of whom were 
present and were initiated into the Order 
of the Mystic Shrine. Four (4) Nobles 
were affiliated to membership and eighteen 
(18) former members were re-instated.

Potentate Wilson thanked the Nobles 
for their support of his program of activity 
in the past and announced several coming 
events of the Temple for the balance of 
the year including the annual Shrine base 
ball day at Fenway Park, Thursday, 
September 9th, the third annual Shrine 
circus in Boston Garden, September 25th 
to October 3d, the resumption of the 
Shrine Luncheons in September, the An- 
nual Ladies Bridge and Dance at the 
Hotel Statler in October and the regular 
ceremonial in November. 


At the conclusion of the business meet- 
ing the Officers retired from the stage and 
the Ritualistic Degree Team, under the 
direction of Noble Wilfred C. Mills, gave 
a rendition of the first and third sections 
of the Shrine ritual in full form. 


This is the first opportunity this Ritu- 
alistic Team has had to work on a large 
stage before an audience of this size, due 
to the fact that this work in the past has 
taken place in the afternoon on ceremonial 
days, in a small hall. Noble Mills and his 
co-workers, who are all past masters of 
Blue Lodges, are to be congratulated for 
their wonderful ritualistic work which was 
witnessed for the first time by most of 
those present. 


At the conclusion of the Ritualistic de- 
gree work, Potentate Wilson delivered the 
* Inspired Charge" to the candidates in his 
usual magnificent and effective manner. 


The Aleppo Degree Staff also had the 
opportunity to work in an entirely new 
setting. Being the first time this Staff has 
had to work on a stage they are to be com- 
mended for their ability to create new 
stunts of interest and keep things hum- 
ming right on schedule. Under the leader- 
ship of Director Frank W. Watson, the 
Degree Staff boys put the candidates 
through their paces in a manner most 
pleasing to the Nobility present and very 
effective to the newly created Novices. 


Noble Charles Washington Pike, Alep- 
po’s Director of Entertainment presented 
an outstanding one and a half hour Grand 
Jubilee Vaudeville show consisting of some 
of the biggest and most celebrated acts 
in this part of the country, which closed 
one of the most successful ceremonials 
Aleppo has had for many months. 


Despite the rationing regulations gov- 
erning travel and food, this special Cer- 
monial was attended by nearly five hun- 
dred more members than appeared at our 
last ceremonial held in May, and those in 
attendance were well paid for their efforts.

CAMEL CORPS AIDS 
ROUT OF 
ARMORED UNIT 


ESCAPE INJURY IN FIGHT 
WITH NAZIS

“Wirn FRENCH Forces ON THE SOUTH- 
ERN TUNISIAN Front, April 6 (Delayed), 
(AP)—Without suffering a single casualty, 
200 pantaloon-clad fighters of the French 
camel corps helped rout a German armored 
column after a three and one-half hour 
battle on the desert sands. 

“In association with members of the 
French Foreign Legion, the camel corps 
soldiers — Meharistes — clashed south of 
Gafsa with a Nazi force consisting of six 
armored cars and five trucks full of 
infantry. 

“Although their heaviest gun was of 
37 millimeters, the Meharistes bravely 
attacked the eight-wheeled armored cars, 
each of which mounted a 75-millimeter 
artillery piece. 

“In the fierce ensuing clash the camel 
corps, composed 10 per cent of Frenchmen 
and 90 per cent of native Algerian troops, 
succeeded in knocking out the leading 
armored car. After three and one-half 
hours of fighting under a searing sky, the 
Germans broke off the engagement and 
fled. On the desert sands behind them lay 
25 dead camels, but not a camel corps 
soldier had been hurt. 

“The Meharistes wear white or sand- 
colored uniforms of heavy wool. They 
have a sleeveless vest with an open collar 
like a sport shirt and white, double-width, 
baggy pantaloons fastened at the ankles. 
These are cool in the summer and keep 
out the dust. For footgear they have 
cross-strapped sandals which extend out 
two inches all around the feet as a pad to 
help in stalking over the sand.”
